Because Winter loss in these riv- 
ers is 60 percent, seasons for gray- 
ling, Rocky Mountain whitefish and 
all trout but lake trout will be open 
for the entire year on the Macleod 
and Elbow rivers and on the main 
stream of the Bow River down- 
stream from the Louise Bridge in 


| Calgary. Seasons for these fish from 
the international boundary north to |

Per day limits are 15 fish of one 
species or an aggregate 15 fish of 
combined species of trout, grayling 
and Rocky Mountain whitefish.
